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HARLOW Council is bracing 
itself for more financial turmoil 
after it was revealed it is facing 
a potential budget deficit run¬ 
ning into millions of pounds. 

The news has rocked the Conser¬ 
vative administration which thought 
it was on track to solve the authori¬ 
ty’s money worries. 

Close scrutiny of the council’s medi¬ 
um term financial strategy revealed that 
£22.5m will have to be found in order to 
pay back money the previous adminis¬ 
tration agreed to borrow to fund various 
important housing and non-housing

capital projects until 2012/13. 

These include bringing the authori¬ 
ty’s housing stock up to the Govern¬ 
ment-set decent homes standards, car¬ 
rying out maintenance work to council- 
owned buildings and paying for IT 
equipment at the Civic Centre. 

Although only £6m of money has 
actually been spent, council chiefs 
admit they will have to think fast in 
order to find ways of paying back all of 
the cash so the work can continue.

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Pair sent to prison 
over cocaine deals 


TWO men have been 
jailed for cocaine deals 
worth more than £lm. 

John Sheppard (57), of 
Great Brays, Harlow, admitted 
two offences of conspiring to 
supply cocaine and was jailed 
for five years seven months. 

Michael Miller (65), of 
Kingsland, Harlow, denied but was 
found guilty of one offence of con¬ 
spiring to supply cocaine and was 
jailed for eight years. 

At Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Tuesday, Judge Peter Fenn said: 
“Courts take a very serious view 
of those who become involved in 
the supply of Class A drugs. It 
wrecks people’s lives. And higher 
up the chain, more serious 
offences are carried out.” 

Prosecutor Cyrus Shrof told the 


court that on December 18, 2007, 
a police surveillance of a Stephen 
Callaghan and Sheppard on the 
M62 and in Liverpool ended with 
the latter being stopped in a car 
with bags of cocaine - 3.95kg at 
75 per cent purity, with a street 
value of up to £400,000. 

On December 28, officers 
watching Miller’s address entered 
and found 6.75kg of cocaine at a 
purity of 82 per cent, worth up to 
£650,000. 

Sheppard was also seen at the 
house and was later arrested. 

When interviewed, Miller said 
he did not know he was carrying 
drugs and Sheppard made ‘no 
comment’ replies. 

Previously, Liverpool man 
Stephen Callaghan (48) received 
eight years at Liverpool Crown 
Court for related matters.

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Parents seek school transfer for 
boy traumatised by ‘slap’ incident 


THE parents of a nine-year-old boy 
claim he is too traumatised to return 
to school after witnessing his teacher 
telling three classmates to slap his best 
friend for failing to correctly answer a 
question. 

Jack Weatherall, of Church Leys, 
Harlow, begged his mother and father 
to remove him from Purford Green 
Junior School after the incident, which 
the school has admitted was 
unacceptable. He has not attended 
lessons since November 21. 

Parents Christine (38) and Chris (37) 
contacted headmistress Vivien Perri 
and called for the teacher involved to 
be dismissed. But they were told she 
had only been suspended and would be 
returning to work following a short 
absence. 

“I couldn’t believe the teacher wasn’t 
sacked,” said Mrs Weatherall. “What 
she did was unforgivable and there was 
no way we could put Jack through the 
trauma of going back into her class.” 


The couple are now trying to secure a 
place for their son at William Martin 
Junior School. 

“Our GP has agreed that he needs 
familiarity at this time, which is why 
we will only accept a place at William 
Martin because he has lots of friends 
there,” she added. 

“It’s been very hard on him. He’s not 
been to school for weeks and we’ve 
had to try and teach him ourselves 
from workbooks. We’ve told the county 
council this but they’re still not 
budging.” 

An Essex County Council spokesman 
said there were currently no places at 
William Martin, adding: “There are 
spaces available in other Harlow 
primary schools and the council would 
be happy to progress an application to 
one of them. 

“Alternatively, the family has leave to 
appeal the council’s decision to refuse 
a place at William Martin before an 
independent panel.” 


Council's £22m budget shock

One possibility is selling 
buildings to raise most of the 
money but they have already 
warned council tax could also 
go up as a result. 

Council leader Andrew 
Johnson laid the blame for 
the financial problems on the 
previous administration, 
claiming it had not drawn up 
plans to repay the cash. 

His deputy, Simon Carter, 
told the Star a great deal had 
already been done to find 
most of the £10m needed by 
next April by raiding budgets 


and shelving a number of 
projects but he said the new 
crisis was more than frustrat¬ 
ing. 

He hopes proposals for 
repayment will have been 
drawn up by the time the new 
budget is set in February and 
said the council would have 
to be “innovative” in the way 
it handles the problem. 

And in a swipe at the pre¬ 
vious Labour and Liberal 
Democrat administration he 
said a prudent council would 
have drawn up suitable repay¬ 
ment methods before agree¬ 
ing to borrow cash. 


However, Labour leader 
Mark Wilkinson refuted the 
allegation there was no 
repayment plan and accused 
the Conservatives of making 
excuses in order to cut servic¬ 
es. 

Liberal Democrat leader 
Chris Millington added the 
Tories excuse of blaming the 
previous administration for 
problems was “wearing thin”. 

“Obviously in the life of a 
five-year plan, things 
change,” he added. “We 
would have to have made 
money to pay for it if we were 
still in administration.” 


College 'progress' 

HARLOW College is continuing to improve 
since being criticised in its last full Ofsted 
report, according to the education watchdog. 

The annual Ofsted monitoring visit found 
the college has made “reasonable progress” in 
three out of five inspection areas and “signifi¬ 
cant progress” in improving outcomes for stu¬ 
dents on vocational courses. 

But the report also warned that students’ 
poor achievements at A- and AS-level 
remained a cause for concern, with inspectors 
bemoaning sub-par success rates and the lack 
of high grades.

Cash cuts threat 
to advice service 


A VITAL service offering 
free advice on debt, benefits 
and unemployment could 
become the first casualty in 
a programme of cost-cutting 
measures planned by cash- 
strapped Harlow Council. 

The Welfare Rights and 
Advice Service, currently based 
at the Advice Centre in East 
Gate, may be axed unless a suit¬ 
able bid is forthcoming to keep 
the service going. 

The service was council-run until 
2003 when it became an independent 
charity. However, the authority has 
continued to co-fund the service with 
the Legal Services Commission and 
this year alone paid out almost 
£500,000. 

But as the council faces up to a 
potential £22.5m deficit, it has decid¬ 
ed to cut funding to the discretionary 
service in a bid to help plug the gap¬ 
ing hole in its finances. 

Councillor Simon Carter, chair¬ 
man of the council’s policy and 
resources committee, told the Star: 
“Sadly, we cannot continue to fund 
advice services to the current extent. 
These services are provided by the 
council on a discretionary basis 
which means they are not services we 
must legally provide.

“The council is facing many budg¬ 
et pressures and needs to take a hard 
look at how it funds services while 
keeping increases in council tax and 
charges for our statutory services as 
low as possible for our residents.” 

WRAS manager Sue Jones said 
the withdrawal of funding would be 
“devastating” for the people of 
Harlow. 

“There is absolutely no question 
this will have a devastating effect on 
the thousands of residents who rely 
on the services we can provide,” she 
said. 

“The Conservatives have pushed 
this decision through without being 
in possession of the full facts. I real¬ 
ly don’t think they realise the terrible 
impact this will have on the town.” 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell, who 
runs a fortnightly advice surgery 
from the threatened centre, said he 
was extraordinarily concerned about 
the cuts proposed. 

“If there is any time not to cut 
advice and welfare rights services it 
is in the midst of a huge international 
economic downturn,” he warned. 

“I would urge the Conservatives 
running Harlow Council to think 
again and I will be making the 
strongest representations possible to 
them.” 


Thousands back call 
for town relief road 


PUBLIC support for a 
new bypass to ease road 
congestion in Harlow is 
overwhelming, accord¬ 
ing to the town’s MP 

Bill Rammell said his 
attempts to secure Gov¬ 
ernment funding for a 
relief road linking the 
A414 and Mil has 
resulted in an unprece¬ 
dented number of his 
constituents joining the 
campaign. 

Bolstered by the 
backing of more than 
2,500 Harlow residents 


who have signed a peti¬ 
tion, the MP has now 
lobbied regional minis¬ 
ters Barbara Follett and 
Chris Mole. 

“I am delighted that 
residents of Harlow 
have expressed such 
overwhelming support 
for the bypass cam¬ 
paign,” he said this 
week. 

“Being able to 
demonstrate to the min¬ 
isters who will advise 
Government on how to 
allocate transport fund¬ 


ing as to the huge level 
of support in Harlow, 
and how strongly people 
feel about the conges¬ 
tion problems in our 
town, will put Harlow 
firmly in the forefront 
of their minds.” 

Mr Rammell insisted 
a bypass would make a 
huge contribution to 
reducing the town’s cur¬ 
rent traffic problems, 
adding: “I would like to 
thank everyone who 
signed up for participat¬ 
ing.” 


More shops hit by recession 


THE recession looks set to claim 
more victims in Harlow with the news 
that a further two national chain 
stores are under threat. 

Adams, the children’s clothes shop 
which has a branch in the Harvey 
Centre, has applied to go into admin¬ 
istration. It follows a similar move by 
music store Zawi, which has an out¬ 
let in Broad Walk. 

And on Saturday the Woolworths 
store in the Water Gardens was 
packed with shoppers looking for a 


bargain before it closed for the final 
time. The branch was one of the first 
batch of 200 to shut after administra¬ 
tors failed to find a buyer for the high 
street chain which had debts of £385. 

It is understood that all 38 staff 
employed at the Harlow store were 
made redundant. 

Furniture giant MFI, which had a 
store at Princes Gate in Harlow, 
closed earlier this month after admin¬ 
istrators were unable to put to togeth¬ 
er a rescue package.

British 
Gas finally apologised and assured 
Mr Walker it would not happen 
again. 

SHOPPERS were given a treat on 
what was said to be the most 
depressing day of the year when staff 
at the Harvey Centre handed out £20 
notes to help beat the winter blues. 
However, many thought it was too 
good to be true and refused to take the 
free gift. 


FEBRUARY 



A HARLOW businessman died in an 
accident at an Italian ski resort. David 
Monk, who ran the Whitehouse shop in 
the Harvey Centre, lost control while 
sliding down a snow-covered mountain 
on a rubber mat. 

THE Asda store in the town centre 
was the scene of a bomb scare 
following a call from a man about an 
alleged suicide bomber. The culprit 
later told police he thought it would 
be funny after he had watched a film 
about suicide bombers. The area 
around the Water Gardens was 
evacuated and an armed response 
unit along with a police helicopter 
was called to the scene. 

THE Star reported that public toilets 
close to a primary school in Old 
Harlow were being used as a venue for 
illegal sexual activity. Lewd graffiti 
was scrawled on the walls of the block 
and crude holes had been cut in cubicle 
walls. The toilets have now been closed 
down. 

AN investigation was started after a 
patient apparently jumped to his 
death from a window at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital. 

MARCH 

BAA submitted plans for a 
controversial second runway at 
Stansted Airport. 

THREE properties in Harlow were 
raided by police, who found more 
than 1,000 cannabis plants, 
specialist equipment and 35 bags of 
the drug worth an estimated 
£100,000. Four men and one woman 
were arrested. 

YOUNG people got a new place to 
hang out when Cafe Youth opened in 


the town centre. Youngsters under 18 
are now able to relax on sofas, surf the 
internet, play on games consoles and 
enjoy snacks from a canteen. Youth 
workers are also on hand to offer 
advice. 

HIGHER taxes on alcohol outraged 
pub landlords, with many predicting 
it could be the beginning of the end 
for some of them. Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Alistair Darling 
announced in the budget an increase 
on all alcoholic drinks, a move the 
Government claimed would stop 
teenage binge drinking. In total, the 
tax hike was expected to raise an 
extra £400m for the Treasury. 


APRIL 

FURY erupted among workers after a 
travel call centre closed just weeks 
after they were promised their jobs 
were safe. TUI Travel offered more 
than 200 staff either redundancy or 
relocation to offices in Surrey, saying 
the move would bring “significant cost 
benefits to the business”. 

THE parents of a girl born nine 
weeks prematurely suffered the 
baby blues when they were 
separated from their daughter 
because of a shortage of special care 
facilities at Princess Alexandra 
Hospital. Mum Cara Dedman and 
her partner had to make a 40-mile 
round journey to Luton to see baby 
Tru because of a shortage of cots in 
the P AH neo-natal intensive care 
unit. 

THE toll of rail deaths at Harlow Mill 
station rose to five when a couple seen 
arguing on the tracks were struck by a 
train. Katie Gumble and her boyfriend 
Dean Pickard were reported to have 
had a blazing row during which she 
climbed down onto the rails and he 
attempted to pull her to safety. 

HARLOW Council was put to 
shame after it emerged that a 
severely dyslexic woman and two 
young children were left to fend for 
themselves after being evicted from 
their home. Christina Reynolds had 
received several letters about rent 
arrears but due to her dyslexia she 
was unable to read them. In 
addition, Miss Reynolds was 
unaware that a previous job would 
affect her housing benefit and cause 
her to fall behind in payments. 


MAY 



THERE was a public outcry when 
plans were unveiled for Kingsmoor 
House to be turned into a mosque. The 
buiding was already being used as an 
Islamic centre but proposals to extend 
it into a mosque, complete with prayer 
room and dome, were met with 
hostility. The matter took a sinister 
twist when some contributors to a 
Facebook group posted racist and anti- 
Muslim messages. 

HISTORY was made on election 
night when the Conservatives swept 
to power for the first time since the 


new town was built. 

PRINCESS Alexandra Hospital was 
back in the headlines after a blunder 
resulted in a patient being sent home 
with the wrong drugs. Robert 
Brewington was given the wrong 
medication by the on-site pharmacy. 
After checking the dosage 
instructions, it came to his attention 
that they were intended for another 
person with a completely different 
illness. 

EVIDENCE of the impending 
recession came when Pitney Bowes, 
one of the town’s biggest employers, 
announced more redundancies. 


JUNE 



ORGANISERS of the Star-backed 
Midnight Walk were celebrating the 
success of the event which saw more 
than 1,300 men and woman taking part 
to raise more than £100,000 for St 
Clare Hospice. 

HARLOW Town FC goalkeeper 
Michael Dumoulin did the town 
proud when he sang his way through 
to the televised rounds of The X 
Factor. Unfortunately, his progress on 
the show came to an abrupt halt 
when he failed to get past the boot 
camp stage. 


JULY 

CONSERVATIVE leader David 
Cameron was the star attraction when 
he visited Old Harlow to take part in a 
public question-and-answer session on 
future Tory policy. About 200 people 
managed to squeeze into St John’s Arts 
and Recreation Centre to listen to Mr 
Cameron’s views concerning how his 
party proposed to make Britain a better 
place to live. 

HARLOW Council’s scheme to end 
weekly rubbish collections and 
introduce wheelie bins sent 
shockwaves through the town. Many 
residents were outraged that 
household rubbish and recycling 
were instead going to be collected on 
alternative weeks, spurring 
pensioners in the town to draw up a 
petition of objection. 

THE Star was the first newspaper in 
the country to report the plight of 
Harlow teenager Jade Jacobs-Brookes, 
who has no birth certificate, no 
passport and no proof of identity due to 
a mix-up when she was born while her 
mother was on holiday in Spain. A 
temporary passport was issued to 
ensure Jade got home but when she 
arrived back in Britain, her parents 
were told they did not have the right 
documents to register her birth. 

AUGUST 

AUTHORITIES declared war on 
underage drinking when they poured 
away hundreds of pounds worth of 
alcohol a which had been confiscated 
during a six-month period. 
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HARLOW Council caused outrage 
when it emerged that it had postponed a 
Second World War remembrance 
service to paint white lines in a car park 
where a memorial is situated. The 
town’s Far East Prisoner of War 
Association was due to hold a VJ Day 
service but was told it would have to 
be called off. However, the council 
finally backed down just one hour 
before the service was due to take 
place. 

THE town’s secondary schools 
celebrated after it emerged that 
students had exceeded Government 
targets for GSCE results. 

THE Star revealed that Harlow 
Council had paid out more than 
£25,000 on electricity bills for the 
town’s swimming pool in the months 
after it was closed to the public. 

SEPTEMBER 

COURAGEOUS pensioner Harry 
Joseph leapt into the Guinness World 
Record Book by becoming the oldest 
man in the world to complete a 100ft 
abseil. Mr Joseph (97) successfully 
descended the Church Langley water 
tower, raising £600 for St Clare 
Hospice in the process. 

THE town said goodbye to one of its 
longest-serving independent traders as 
the credit crunch claimed another 
victim. John Wilson Jewellers packed 
up shop after 18 years due to shrinking 
sales end ever-increasing overheads. 

KIND-hearted Star readers came to 
the rescue of pensioner Bill Nichols 
who motorised scooter was stolen 
and set on fire by yobs. Two readers 
donated £100 and a used scooter to 
emphysema sufferer Mr Nichols, who 
had been left housebound after the 
theft. 


HARLOW College was dealt another 
blow after results revealed that AS 
exam results were more than 20 per 
cent below the national average. Only 
37 per cent of students gained A-C 
grades, compared to the national 
average of 57.6 per cent. 

OCTOBER 

CONSERVATIVE councillor David 
Kirton was arrested following 
allegations that he sexually abused a 
13-year-old girl. The case is due to go 
to trial next year. 

STANSTED Airport’s expansion was 
back in the news when BAA gave the 
green light to allow an extra 10 million 
passengers through its doors. The move 
was welcomed by leading political 
figures in the town, who claimed it 
would bring prosperity to Harlow. 

HARLOW MP Bill Rammell was 
given the role of minister of state for 
the Middle East in Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown’s cabinet reshuffle.

Sang Wah's role 
in theatre's film 
screening remit 

A RECENT story in Nostalgia 
asking for memories of 
Harlow’s first Chinese restaurant 
prompted several responses. 

Regular correspondent Ron Bill 
recalled how a business meeting 
there saw a major development in 
the town’s theatre remit. 

He writes: “In 1966, when The 
Playhouse was under construction, 
consideration was given to the future 
film content of the programme. I 
knew John Huntley, then chairman 
of the British Film Institute. 

“At that time, the institute was 
establishing a chain of regional film 
theatres in the major cities in the 
UK. I arranged for Martin Lawn, 
first chairman of the theatre trust, 
and myself to meet John in the Sang 
Wah for a meal and chat. 

“He agreed that evening to provide 
£7,400 for the cost of the 16mm and 
35mm projectors for The Playhouse 
and to recommend to the BFI board 
that Harlow should have a regional 
film theatre at The Playhouse, which 
they approved.” 

Among other readers sharing was 
Valerie Crockett, who booked a table 
at the Sang Wah for her hen night. 
She was due to tie the knot on 
March 7, 1964 and went to the West 
Square restaurant with sister-in-law 
Annette and friend Josie, recalling: 
“We had a lovely meal, the 
restaurant staff were so very nice 
and helpful.” 


Space visitor's 
star attraction 




B ACK to the future 
this week, to 1983 
when the NASA 
space shuttle Enterprise 
flew over Harlow as part 
of a world tour. 

The shuttle flew in 
piggybacking on a Boeing 747 
airliner on June 5, landing at 
Stansted Airport. 

Hundreds of people from Harlow 
and the surrounding area swarmed 
to the airport to catch a glimpse of 
the craft. 

It was commissioned by NASA as 
a prototype and was used on test 
flights to prove the shuttle could fly 
in the Earth’s atmosphere, although 
it never actually went into space. 
The shuttle stayed at the airport for 
two days, in which time interest 
was so strong in Harlow that 
Thurston Aviation Service ran a 
helicopter service from the town’s 


helipad to Stansted for those who 
wanted to see it. 

Some people were even lucky 
enough to witness the shuttle in the 
air as it was flown over Harlow to 
its next destination. 

The Museum Of Harlow’s David 
Devine told Nostalgia he was 
working at the STL building, now 


Nortel, in London Road when he 
saw the shuttle. 

“We were told it was due in that 
day and was going to be flying over 
that part of Harlow so we were all 
allowed to go out on to the roof and 
watch it. We could see it quite well 
and it seemed to be quite close by 
at the time.”

So near, yet so far 


YOU may have seen the 
television news reports 
about the Italian man 
who had to be rescued 
after trying to row 
across the Pacific 
Ocean. 

Alex Bellini spent 10 months at 
sea and rowed more than 9,000 
miles before bad weather forced 
him to call for help just 65 miles 
from his intended destination in 
Australia. 

Bellini set out on the epic voyage 
from Peru in South America back 
in February. Had he successfully 
completed the trip, he would 
have become only the fifth man in 
history to row across the world's 
biggest ocean. 

He was rescued by a tug 
boat from New Zealand 
after using a 
satellite 
mobile 
phone to 
contact his 
wife, 

Francesca, 
and ask for 
help. He finally 


c 


reached dry land on December 
13. 

Despite being so close to his 
destination, he was too 
exhausted to row the 22ft-long 
boat any further. He had survived 
for more than 300 days on dried 
food and ocean water from which 
he had to remove the salt before 
he could drink it. 

He had also grown a bushy 
beard and lost a lot of weight. 
Once safely on shore, he said he 
was looking forward to getting 
back to Italy and tucking into his 
favourite foods: tiramisu and 
apple cake. And speaking of 
cake, Bellini said he was still 
happy with the journey he had 
made despite the fact that he 
was unable to complete it. 

“I didn’t put the cherry on top of 
the cake, but the 
cake is very 
good, very 
big and I will 
never forget 
about it," 
he told 
waiting 
reporters.

AFTER sharing the director’s credit for 
Sin City with Robert Rodriguez, 
comics guru Frank Miller goes solo for 
this adaptation of his own updating of 
Will Eisner’s pulp character The Spirit.

Paul Newman selects the best DVD releases of 2008 


The action film as stripped-down myth 



IN a year of so many great movies, it’s 
almost unfair to proclaim only one of 
them the best but, push comes to 
shove, Sylvester Stallone’s RAM BO 
takes the title for sheer exhilarating 
entertainment and for pulling off the 
finest resurrection since Burke & Hare 
were in business. 

Shackled to a pair of gormless 
sequels, it’s easy to forget how good 
an action movie First Blood was (and 
still is) and the news that a 61-year-old 
Stallone was once more strapping on 
the hardware to write, direct and star 
in a fourth didn’t sound promising. 

But after he delivered such a rousing, 
moving final chapter to the Rocky saga 
in Rocky Balboa , we should have had 
more faith - Rambo is the combat 
action flick stripped down to its primal 
essence, with a rescue mission into 
Burma all the opportunity the cynical 
Vietnam vet needs to seek redemption 
in a roaring gale of bullets and bodies. 
In a curious and touching echo, John 
J Rambo showed up again (sort of) to 
be played by Eric Sykes in the 
charming childhood remembrance 
SON OF RAMBOW, with a young 
Christian boy sheltered from popular 
culture flipping out over a pirate VHS 
of First Blood and vowing to help his 
friend film their own sequel. 

Elsewhere, 2008 was the year the big 
studios finally got superheroes right, 
translating the characters from their 
three-colour origins with an often 
dazzling combination of wit, style and 
action. Jon Favreau’s genius casting of 
Robert Downey Jr ensured IRON 
MAN got a flying start, closely 
followed by Ed Norton in THE 


INCREDIBLE HULK, Chris Nolan’s 
classy, grim THE DARK KNIGHT 

and Guillermo del Toro’s fantasy 
extravaganza HELLBOY II: THE 
GOLDEN ARMY 

It was also a strong year for drama. 
CONTROL perfectly captured the 
tragic life and incredible music of Joy 
Division’s Ian Curtis and a similarly 
bleak post-Thatcher British landscape 
was brought vividly to life in the 
groundbreaking RADIO ON; fans of 
crime thrillers had their plates heaped 
with sterling work from Philip 
Seymour Hoffman in BEFORE THE 
DEVIL KNOWS YOU’RE DEAD, 
Ben Afleck showing he’s better behind 
the camera than in front of it with 
GONE BABY GONE and David 
Fincher offering a tense time machine 
back to 1960s’ San Francisco in 
ZODIAC: DIRECTOR’S CUT; 


and Daniel Day Lewis gave a simply 
incredible portrait of amoral ambition 
in Paul Thomas Anderson’s THERE 
WILL BE BLOOD, a saga of family, 
greed, religion and oil. 

With the West still gripped by 
anxieties as diverse as terrorism, peak 
oil and economic collapse, it’s no 
surprise that horror films had another 
solid year; best of the crop was Frank 
Darabont’s relentless, downbeat 
adaptation of Stephen King’s THE 
MIST, while the hugely impressive 
CLOVERFIELD showed just how 
good first-person shakycam could be 
and 30 DAYS OF NIGHT made 
vampires scary again. 

The double bill Grindhouse was 
unfortunately split into its constituent 
parts, missing the point but at least 
allowing us to enjoy Kurt Russell’s 
lunatic turn as a killer stunt driver in 


Quentin Tarantino’s over-talky 

DEATH PROOF and Rose 
McGowan fighting off a gloopy 
zombie outbreak with a machine gun 
false leg in Robert Rodriguez’s 
PLANET TERROR; Brit director 
Neil Marshal shamelessly plundered 
Escape From New York and Mad Max 
2 for the trashy excitements of 
DOOMSDAY; Billy Connelly showed 
up as a curiously romantic zombie in 
the delightful satire FIDO; and TV 
critic Charlie Brooker put his money 
where his mouth was, and then some, 
to make DEAD SET, unleashing 
hordes of the walking dead on the Big 
Brother house in the finest domestic 
small screen horror series in years. 

On the fantasy front was the gripping 
animated BEOWULF, the dreamlike 
and unpredictable 1960’s Polish gem 
THE SARAGOSSA 
MANUSCRIPT, the classic teen TV 
drama THE OWL SERVICE and a 
gorgeous re-release of Jean Coctgau’s 
timeless LA BELLE ET LA BETE 
It was also a year with rich pickings on 
the documentary front, particular 
Michael Moore’s expose of the US 
health system’s many shortcomings in 
SICKO, John Pilger’s sobering THE 
WAR ON DEMOCRACY and a 
distressing glimpse at the underbelly 
of the War On Terror in TAXI TO 
THE DARK SIDE. For lighter 
entertainment, it’s hard to beat the 
epic Brian Jonestown Massacre versus 
The Dandy Warhols clash of DIG!, 
dozens of trashy delights in 
GRINDHOUSE TRAILER 
CLASSICS 2 and the 
transcendental pleasures of the visual 
hymn to nature that was BARAKA.

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CRICKETER LIFTS LID ON LIFE AS THE SON OF A SEVENTIES ICON

C ricketers can often be 
conservative or bombastic but 
Danny Wilson does not fit into 
either of those categories. 

The 31-year-old Sawbridgeworth first 
team captain and son of former Hot 
Chocolate bass guitarist Tony Wilson 
has that indescribable quality that is 
absent in many sportsmen. 

Wilson, who lives in Old Harlow, 
thinks outside the box and has a sense 
of timing his father would have had in 
the music world. 

Tony Wilson emigrated from the West 
Indies to London in the 1960s. His 
son was bom in Paddington. 

A big factor in Danny being drawn to 
cricket was the great 1984 West Indies 
side. 

Captained by Clive Lloyd, they 
hammered England 5-0 in a Test 
series and Wilson junior remembers 
watching them as a child. 

“I was mesmerised by Viv Richards, 
Desmond Haynes and Gordon 
Greenidge and of course the fast 
bowlers like Michael Holding and 
Joel Gamer. I just wanted to repeat 
what they did,” he said. 

“I lived in London at the time and I 
remember the atmosphere and the big 
crowd.” 

Danny fostered his love for the game 
by watching TV and practising with 
his father. 

“Most of the time I was playing 
cricket in the back garden and in 
those days the cricket was shown on 
the BBC.” 

Danny started to play at eight and was 
helped by elder brother Robert and 
step-brother Nick Maley. However, he 
recalls that it was not easy to progress 
through the schools route. 

He played for Famham, before county 
recognition from Essex came his way 
and he starred for both the U-19 side 
and the second XI. 

“When I was at school [Firs Primary 
and St Mary’s RC, both in Bishop’s 
Stortford] rugby and football were the 
sports and cricket was not high on the 
agenda,” he said. 

“I was considered to be more of a 
bowler and when I hurt my back I 
developed my batting.” 

After impressing sufficiently he got 
the call to the Essex first team in 
1996 and faced South Africa A. 
Wilson took 2-40 and scored 52 not 
out in the county’s defeat to the 
tourists. 

“Alan Lilley, a coach at the time told 
me I was going to play. South Africa 
A had good players like Gerry 
Liedenberg, Herschelle Gibbs and 
Lance Klusener,” he said. “It felt 
surreal. I was playing for Farnham a 
couple of weeks earlier and now I was 
playing for Essex. 

“It was a big step up in standard. I 
remember the pace of the bowling 
was quicker and the fielding was 
much better - I remember hitting four 
or five balls to either side of 
Herschelle Gibbs [at cover point] and 
he stopped the lot. 

“I had a good match and I remember 
a guy telling me as I left the ground 
that he had put a tenner on at 16-1 on

me being the highest scorer and I was 
pleased to have helped him.” 

A few appearances for Essex followed 
but Wilson was unable to nail down a 
regular place and left the first class 
game. 

The Sawbridgeworth skipper is 
philosophical about his time with 
Essex and has great admiration for 
those that play the game at the top 
level. 

“Essex had all-rounders like Danny 
Law, Stuart Law and Ronnie Irani. I 
was in the wrong place at the wrong 
time. If I had concentrated on one 
discipline, I may have done better,” he 
said. 

“If you have been playing for a length 
of time, over five years you have done 
very well. Cricket is a very taxing 
game and at that level it is very 
intense. You live and breathe it. You 
get found out if you are not 100 per 
cent.” 

Wilson went on to play for Cambridge 
Granta and subsequently his 
achievements with bat and ball for 
Sawbridgeworth have been a strong 
part of the local cricket scene. 

For this commentator, some of his 
innings have been a joy to behold, 
marked by the richness of his 
strokeplay and deft timing.

More importantly, he has been a 
shrewd skipper of Sawbridgeworth for 
five years after teaming up with the 
Town Fields club in the latter part of 
the 2003 season. 

Captaincy involves many things 
including setting batting orders, 
selecting balanced teams, motivating 
players and encouraging young talent 
to come through. 

Wilson’s captaincy in the field has 
been fascinating to observe - he has 
not been afraid to go for an 
unorthodox field placing or to perm 
his bowlers. 



However, he is still waiting for the 
team to win something under his 
leadership. 

“Captaincy is not an exact science. 
You have to be one step ahead of the 
[opposing] batsmen and try and out- 
think them,” he said. 

“Sometimes you have to think left 
side and it can come off but there is a 
lot of luck to it.” 

He added: “We have the potential [to 
win a trophy] and I hope that success 
is not too long in coming. At the 
moment I see a side that is under¬ 
achieving. I want to win. 

“I want to win something as captain 
and will not be giving up as captain 
until I have.” 

Only time will tell if Wilson’s wish 
for a trophy is fulfilled but one thing 
is for sure - his presence has enriched 
local cricket almost as much as his 
father’s did for music lovers.
